STAN BUL, Turkey,— (By Trane- 
Atlantic Telephone from 
Lon­ 
don)— (U P )—Two New England 
aviator*, after a flight of approxi­ 
mately 5,COO mile* through fog and 
wind over the Atlantic and down 
through Europe, brought their black 
and yellow monoplane to earth here 
today, claimant* to the world rec­ 
ord for distance flying in a straight 
line. 
The filers. Russell N. Boardman 
and John Polando, left New Turk 
at 4:50 a. rn., E.S.T., on Tuesday 
and landed here at 5:16 a. rn., U.S. 
T., today, making1 the flight in 40 
hours and 17 minutes. 
Their arrival at their destlna- 
tlon after what m ust have been 
thousands of m iles of blind flying, 
w as a remarkable achievem ent of 
navigation. 
The 
plane, 
probably 
flying high and fast, w as not sight- 
- ed or reported at any point along 
the route, except when it passed 
hut to sea over New Foundland. 
and even then It was not Identi­ 
fied. 
Crowd on Hand 
The Capo Cod came down at the 
Yechllkey airdrome to be received 
by cheering throngs. 
Aided by a 
strong following wind. It circled In 
to the field in glitterin g^ brilliant 
sunshine,

fliers since 3 a. rn . was the first to 
greet them and shake their banda. 
The crowd closed in and the fliers 
re taken to the center of the alr- 
drome where they were given un 
o\ atton. 
The actual distance of their flight 
s estim ated at 4,944 mties.

area. Communications have 
been 
disrupted, crop* lost and hundreds 
drowned. Unrest 
has 
grown 
In 
Shanghai aa a result and trouble 
was feared. 
It Is presumed the martial 
law 
decree referred to 
above 
affects 
only the Chinese area of Shanghai, 
around the large foreign sections of 
the city, ruled by foreign city coun­ 
cil* and police. 
Martial law also was proclaimed 
in Hankow, badly affected by 
the 
Yangtze floods. 
The decree was issued in Shang­ 
hai, It was believed, because Chiang 
Kai-Shek plans to attend the fun­ 
eral of his m other-in-law. 
The International settlem ent and

Aa we drove along the coast of California in June, we found 
gasoline dealers everywhere in a frenzy of price-cutting compe­ 
tition. 
H ie object of the game seemed to be to see who could 
lose the most money. 
We actually 
bought good gasoline at 
a 
roadside station for two cents 
a gallon, plus a three cent state 
tax. 
The price of the same 
gasoline in february had been 
twenty cents. 
Hie trouble, we were told, was "overproduction.” 
Whereupon we drove through forests of oil derricks at Venice 
and Long Beach, and looked 
in vain for derricks that were 
no! 
working. Everywhere we went, 
we saw "overproduction” in 
the 
making. California oil, like California climate, was being 
produced twenty-four hours a day. 
When we left California, the people were still selling their 


4 climate at a profit, but they had lost about 60 millions of dollars 
through selling their gasoline below cost. 
Meantime, the market 
value of twelve oil stocks on the local exchanges had dropped 
650 millions of dollars, and 50 small producers had gone into the 
hands of receivers. 
This is a bad record for a state which is known all over 
the world for the orderly 
and 
profitable 
marketing 
of 
fruit 
through the Citrus Fruit Groweis Exchange. 
The example set 
by the Exchange is now being followed by the Oil Producers 
Sales Agency of California. 
The object of the Agency is to pour 
less oil upon troubled waters. 
Some day we shall discover that a price-cutting war which 
demoralizes an industry is opposed to public interest. 
We shall 
encourage combinations in restraint of waste. 
We shall change 
our laws, as far as necessary, in order to promote orderly mar­ 
keting and the conservation of natural resources.
